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Policeman’s death 
blamed on cocaine

A 20-year veteran of the Ven- 
ice Police Department died from 
an enlarged heart, caused by 
cocaine abus: 

According to a pathology 
report read Wednesday by Madi- 
son County Coroner Dallas M 
Burke, Bruce Fletcher died of 
cardio myopathy (enlarged 
heart) due to cocaine abuse 

Fletcher, 41, was found dead 
Dec. 27 im the floor his Weaver 
Street home in Venice. Accord- 
ing to his sister, Fletcher had 
been home with the flu and had 
been watching movies on his 
VCR earlier that day 

During Fletcher's inquest, 
Venice Police Chief James Ben- 
nett testified that Fletcher was a 
heavy drinker and that it was 


rumored that he had been using 
cocaine. 

“But nothing I 
could attest to,” 
Bennett said. 

Bennett said 
Fletcher began 
complaixing of 
flu symptoms 
hours into his 
dayshift Dec. 26. 

“I told him to 
go home and 
rest,"’ Bennett said. 

Fletcher tested positive for 
cocaine and his blood alcohol 
level was well below the 1.0 lim- 
it for intoxication, Burke said.

After years of protests, lobbying and legis- 
ies 2 advocates of people with ‘disabili- 
ies, the Americans with Disabilities Act 
1990 will take effect ices 

rivate businesses as well as public bodies 
will be forbidden from discriminating against 
and blocking access for people with disabili- 
ies 

“The whole purpose of the ADA is to inte- 
grate people -into the communit; Impact 
Inc. Executive Director Dick Goodwin said. 
Impact is a non-profit agency that helps peo- 
ple with disabilities to live as independently 
as possible. 3 

Under the law, any business that provides 
service to the public must make reasonable 
efforts to become accessible to those with 
disabilities. That includes restaurants, 


department stores. ¥ stdres, hotels and 
motels, museums, theaters, professionals’ 
offices and hospitals. 

“If businesses don’t do this, they are sub- 
jecting themselves to legal- liabilities," Good- 
win said. 

“What people will have to do is individual- 
ized. What is reasonable for a,smaill corner 
store is different than what is reasonable for 
Sears." 

To ensure a business is in compliance. 
managers: and owners should take: a hard 
look at their buildings and surroundings, 
Goodwin said. “It's an opportunity for them 
to do self-evaluations."” 

The first thing property owners will need 
te consider is adequate parking for le 
with disabilities, he said. Then they will have 
to determine if any barriers keep people out 
of their businesses. 

““Make sure people can get from the park 


ing lot into the building. Even if a business 
already has curb cuts, make sure the cuts 
meet the standards,"" Goodwin said ““The 
most important thing is, that people can get 
into businesses." = 

Some businesses will have to make only 
minor adjustments 

The law alse deals with restrictions 
against employment discrimination. 

After July 26, businesses with 25 or more 
employees cannot discriminate against a 
potential qualified employee because of a 
disability 

Businesses must make reasonable efforts 
to accommodate employees with disabilities. 

The ADA was passed to ensure those with 
disabilities are able to participate fully in 
the community, Goodwin said.

Black and American history 


As we pass the observance of Dr. Martin Luther King’s 
birthday and rriove toward Black History Month in February, 
oné can expect media's annual lip service to the Sesoeapiisls 
ments of black Americans 

We will hear once again that a black man, Christus Attucks, 
was the first person killed in the American Revolution. We 
will again hear about Booker T. Washington and agricultural 
education and. about George Washington Carver and the 

nut. We might even hear, in passing, about Frederick 
jouglass and W.E.B. DuBois. 

Then it will be all over for another year. 

And, again, the whole point of Black History Month will 
have been missed. American history is meaningless unless it 
contains the accomplishments and downfalls of all Ameri- 
cans, black and white. The black portion, good and bad, has 
traditionally been deleted from American history. Black 
History Month is intended to bring black history into the 
mainstream of American history. 

Is it really one history? 

It was a white woman who, knowing it was against the law, 
taught her young slave Frederick Douglass to read and 
started him on the road to being a black abolitionist leader. 
The woman was willing to break the law, not because she had 
any great love for blacks, but because she felt the law, which 
was intended to keep blacks from becoming the equals of 
whites, was silly. She was sure that blacks could never be the 
equals of whites. 3 

‘History, of course, proved she was wrong. 

White academia opened its arms to W.E.B. DuBois and 
allowed him complete academic freedom in its Ivy League 
schools. But it was with the understanding that DuBois use 
the knowledge to become a leader in black society. All the 
knowledge in the world, he discovered, wasn’t going to even 
set him into mainstream American society, much less allow 

im to become a leader 

But, having come that far, DuBois would not allow himself 
to be denied the role in society he had earned just as surely as 
any of his white classmates. As a founding imember of the 
NAACP, DuBois became, not a black leader, but an Ameri- 
can leader. 

The Rev. Stokley Carmichael said that black Americans 
earned more rights in one fiery weekend in Watts than in all 
the years since the Civil War. At the time, St. Louis Cardinal 
pitcher Bob Gibson compared the “‘race riots’”’ to baseball’s 
brush-back pitch: Sometimes you have to get their attention 
in order to earn their respect. 

And, although. he was often mockingiy called “a black 
leader white men can stomach,”’ it would be an error, Dr. 
Martin Luther King said, to mistake non-violence for inac- 
tion. * . 

There is nothing passive about non-violent resistance, Dr. 
King said, but rather it is a full-scale war fought with a very 
powerful weapon: Love. ~ 

Which brings us full circle back to media lip service. The 
rights that black leaders fought for and, in some cases, won 
are the human rights. It would be a mistake to think there 
could be an America without those rights — black history 

_ and American history cannot be separated. 

The day should come when students, and the media 
acknowledge black history in January and March and Apri 
May, June, July, August, September, October, November 
and December. 

And also in February. And maybe by then it will be 
American History Month.

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State’s approach making recession worse

In his recent address, Gover- 
nor Edgar justified his intention 
to cut $350 million from state 
programs by saying ‘*‘...we sim- 
ply must resist going back to our 
taxpayers again and again.” 

The governor’s alternative to 
“going back to our taxpayers’’ is 
making across-the-board cuts in 
state programs and services — 
cuts that result in 7 percent 
reductions for the remainder of 
this recessionary year. The con- 
sequences of these cuts would be 
disastrous. 

© The governor is proposing 
deep cuts in education funding 
when experts have attributed 
part of the current economic 
problem to our failure to pre- 
pare our workforce to new tech- 
nological challenges. 

© He is suggesting the reduc- 
tion of safety-net programs 
d ned to help those facing 
tollgh economic times when the 
re sion has increased their 
numbers and worsened their 
prospects for recovery. 


© His plan will eliminate jobs 
at the same time that Lilinois’ 
unemployment rate has jumped 
to 9.3 percent — the highest of 
any state in the nation.

This is not leadership; this is 
an abdication of leadership. 

Across-the-board cuts may 
very well be the fastest and 
most expedient way to respond 
to the budget crisis, but they are 
short-sighted and certain to 
make Illinois’ economy worse. 

Have our political leaders in 
Springfield and Washington, 
D.C., not yet learned that slash- 
ing payrolls and eliminating jobs 
has a spiral effect on consumer 
confidence and spending, which 
in turn creates more unemploy- 
ment? What the people who are 
proposing these cuts are imply- 
ing is, in essence, ‘‘let’s make 
things a little bit worse than 
they are today.” 

The state should be ‘trying to 


stimulate economic growth 
instead of constricting it. We 
should be investing in the econo- 


my through public works pro- 
jects that will provide additional 
jobs and fortify state tax reve- 
nues. 

If the governor refuses to con- 
sider raising taxes, even tempo- 
rarily, and refuses to borrow 
enough money to get us through 


this crisis, then he should ensure 
that sacrifices are made by all 
and not just the least powerful 
and most vulnerable citizens of 
Ilinois. 

Taxpayers have sacrificed dur- 
ing this period of crisis; our 
most needy populations have 
sacrificed; our children are sac- 
rificing educational opportuni- 
ties. We must now ask the busi- 
ness community to sacrifice as 
well. 

I am proposing that half of our 
current deficit recovered by 
elimination of exemptions and 
credits for business; specifically 
from the temporary elimination 
of the sales tax exemptions on 
business equipment and the 
elimination of the business 
investment tax crédit. Equip- 
ment exemptions alone cost the 
state $157 million annually. The 
investment tax credit is applied 
directly toward corporate per- 
sonal property taxes that und 
education; untold millions of dol- 
lars could be put toward educa- 
tion if that credit were abolish- 
ed. 


In his message, the governor 
says that in 1992 there will be 
less General Revenue Fund dol- 
lars for programs and services 
than there were for 1991 pro- 

rams, the first time that has 

\ppened in anyone’s memory. 


He says this in the very same 
message that he talks about how 
people are suffering due to the 
recession. How can he boast 
about cutting services to those 
same people? How can he feel 
good about the fact that his cuts 
are going to deepen the reces- 
sion, promote crime instead ‘of 
education, and roll up the safety 
net for people who have lost 
their jobs and their homes? 


This recession is not the fault 
of our children, of the poor, of 
teachers, of state employees. 
This recession has been brought 
on by a number of factors — not 
the least of which were faulty 
federal policies and the national 
economy. 


We cannot continue to hold 
corporations: harmless when our 
state and citizens are suffering. 
It is time for the governor and 
the Legislature to make some 
hard choices. 

Leadership is most critical in 
times of recession. 

If Franklin D. Roosevelt had 
decided to cut expenses during 
the Depression, we wouldn’t 
have Social Security or unem- 
plo ent insurance; our grand- 

‘fathers’ would not have built 
bridges or parks. We would have 
been deprived of the dawn of our 
social infrastructure.

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A home at last 
After 10-year search,

After 10 years of searching, 
Summerstage Theater finally 
has a place to call home. 

The theater group purchased 
the former First.Church of God 
building, 2906 Pershing Boule- 
vard, where it will continue pro- 
ductions it previously performed 
at various locations throughout 
Granite City. 

The purchase of the building is 
a dream come true for a lot of 
people involved with the group 
over the years, said Beverley 
Scroggins, managing director of 
Summerstage and a speech and 
drama teacher at Granite City 
High School 

“We finally have a home, a 
place where we can meet and 
rehearse and just “be.” We no 
longer have to worry about mov- 
ing in and out of different plac- 
es,"’ Scroggins said. 

In the past, the group has had 
to rent space in different loca 
tions, such as the Township Hall, 
to put on productions. Rehearsal 
space was always hard to come 
by gs-well, Scroggins said. 

Now that Summerstage has a 
place of its own, the group will 
be able to do more productions, 
she said. 

“Our future is unlimited. In 
the past we've done comedies, 
dramas, musicals and children’s 
theater. Now we can do that and 
so much more for the communi- 
ty,”’ Scroggins said 

‘the group has: been slowly 
accumulating the funds needed 
to purchase a building since 
Summerstage Theater’s forma- 
tion nearly a decade ago.

After the group first found the 
property at the end of last sum- 
mer, it canvassed the surround- 
ing neignborso0d to talk to resi- 
dents about the theater 

“We introduced ourselves and 
explained what we were going to. 
be doing. We wanted to be sure 
everyone understood what we 
were and felt good about it,” 
Scroggins said 

Summerstage also had to peti- 
tion the city to get a special use 
permit for the property. The the- 
ater is a not-for-profit communi- 
ty organization. 

The building that ‘houses the 
new theater is approximately 30 
years old, It is ‘in great condition 
and needed very little work, she 
said 

The building has new carpet 
ing, a fully-equipped kitchen, a 
basement, which will house the 
dressing rooms, and a parking 
lot. The theater will be-upstairs 

“The building really is ideal. I 
think it's going to work beauti 
fully,”’ Scroggins said. 

The group also plans to make 
improvements to the theater as 
money becomes available. 

Summerstage Theater will per: 
form the first play in its new 
home next month. 

‘The play, ‘“The Musical Comedy 
Murders of 1940,’’ is a spoof of 
old-time murder mysteries. Per- 
fornances will be on Feb. 14, 15, 21 
and 22, with dinner theater: perfor- 
mances on Feb. 15 and 22.

fourth graders. 

According to Virginia Bryan, 
assistant professor of chemistry 
at SIUE who successfully wrote 
the $8,246 Excellence grant, the
